TAX RBEDUCTION AND THE 
CONGRESSMAN 


There is a gleam of returning reason in 
Congress on the question of tax reduction. 
When Congress was convened there was a 
general agreement that taxes must. be re- 
duced. The necessity for sueh reduction 
was pressed upon Congressional attention 
from every direction. The President and kis 
Seeretary of the Treasury made it the most 
conspicuous feature of the Executive mes- 
sage and the Treasury report. The individ- 
ual Congressmen returned to Washington 
impressed by contact with their constituents 
with the conviction that the work could be 
delayed no longer with safety. The general 
resuit of the fall electibns had conveyed the 
same lesson. The dangers incident to an 
enormous surplus of revenue and the wel- 
fare of the people alike demanded the reduc- 
tion. Fully satisfied on this point, the aver- 
ase Congressman found occasion for demon- 
strating his usual stupidity. His genius for 
misapprehension came promptly to the 
front. He sought. to give expression to the 
popular impuise for an abatement of taxes 
by proposing the abolition of all taxes on to- 
bacco, which was intended to be merely the 
forerunner of an attempt to wipe out the taxes 
on whisky. In this Way an annual revenue 
at $150,000,000-and more was to be sacrificed, 
and cheap whisky and tobaceo were to be 
thrown to the people as a sop to satisfy their 
clamor for a release from the burdens at 
taxation. 

Later Washington advices indicate that the 
average Congressman has undergone a tre- 
panning operation. and had a modicum of 
common sense introduced into his cranium. 
He is just now beginning to apprehend that 
the cheapening of whisky and tobacco may 
possibly not operate to reduce the burdens 
of taxation. He has new a faint concepiion 
that the artisan and mechanic and salaried 
clerk may not find it easier to support their 
families because whisky and tobacco shall no 
longer pay taxes. He has been shown a 
magic-lantern picture of a domestic scene in 
which the father and mother are carousing 
over their whisky and the small boys are fill- 
ing the room with tobé@@eo-smoke, all on ac- 
count of the cheapness of these two articles 
for family use, and it has occurred to him 
that such a household will probably not en- 
joy any additional personal comforts by 
reason of such indulgence. Somebody bas 
told him that boots and shoes, hats and caps, 
clothing, cutlery, tools, blankets, house-rent, 
and the other items of domestic economy will 
be as dear after taking off the tax from whis-

Wet. 
REPRESENTATION IN THE NATIONAL 
CONVENTION. 

The approaching meeting of the Repub- 

lican National Committee for the purpose of 


fixing the basis of representation in the next | 


National Convention, Hus called out some 
diseussion of the various plans proposed. At 


one meeting of the sub-committee intrusted 


with this matter there were two reports— 
one made by Mr. Chandler, and the other by 
Mr. Gorham. The former provided that the 
National Convention shall be made up of 
four delegates-at-large from . e and 
two delegates from each Gongressional 
district, the latter te be selected by the Re- 
publicans of the district; the latter proposed 
to lea ve to the Re ans ot each State to 
determine for themselves the method of ap- 
pointing their delegates. A third plan has 
been suggested by Mr. Martin, of Kansas, as 
a compromise. He proposes that each Con- 
gressional district shall select one delegate, 
and each State, in addition to four delegates 
at large, shall further appoint one delegate 
for every 12,000 Republicau votes polled for 
President in 1880. : 

There is but one of these plans—Mr. 
Chandler’s—-which conforms to the direc- 
tions of the last National Convention and the 
sentiment of the people. Mr. Gorham's plan 
permitting each State to adopt any method 
of appointing delegates which its State Con- 
vention or its bossea. may order would leave 
open the questions of unit rule and district 
represe ntation, which were definitly settled 
by the convention of 1880, and would intro- 
duce into the next convention an element of 
contention and discord for which there ia no 
occasion or excuse. The Martin plan would 
virtually reéstablish the system of boss rule 
which was repudiated so distinctly and em- 


’ phatically by the Chicago Convention, for the 


number of delegates which each State Con- 
vention would be authorized te appoint 
would greatly overbalance the number of 
delegates selected by the districts or by di- 
rect choice of the Republiean voters. For 
instance, the twenty Congressiona! districts 
of Lilinols would select twenty delegates; 
the State Con veution would select not only 
the four delegates at large, but an ad- 
ditional delegate for every 12,000 Repub- 
lican voters, or (the Republican vote in 1880 
having been 318,037) twenfy-six additional 
delegates. Thus Llinoig would be repre- 
sented in the National Convention by twenty 
district delegates and thirty delegates ap- 
pointed by the State Convention according to 
the ruling influences of that body. Such an 
arrangement would destroy the spirit and 
purpose of district representation, which was 
regarded as the special triumph of the peo- 
ple in the Chicago Convention. 

Any discussion of this question favorable 
either to the Gorham plan or the Martin plan 
ignores altogether the vital point, that the 
National Convention of 1880 gave explicit in- 
structions to the committee if appointed to 
take control of this matter. The following 
is a copy of the resolution as finally adopted 
by the Chicago Convention:

This omission, how- 
ever, is not essential, and will be readily 
overlooked. But the committee will searce- 
ly dare ta violate the very purpose of the 


resolution by subordinating district repre- 


sentation to the controlling influences of the 
State Convention, and certainly no elaboraté 
argument is needed to show that the right of 
the districts to elect their own delegates, 
which was expressly guaranteed by the 
above resolution, will be completely over- 
turned and neutralized by any scheme which 
shall place the district delegates from 
any State in a hopeless minority. The 
Presidential Electors correspond to the 
several members of Congress—the Rep- 
resentatives and the Senators—and the 
convention which nominates the candidates 
for President and Vice-President should be 
made up on the same basis, This will be 


guaranteed by authorizing each district to 


select two delegates and each State to select 
four delegates at large. If the National 
Committee tall to adopt this plan or one 
based upon the same principle, it will betray 
the trust imposed in it, and it will introduce 
dissension into the next National Convention 
which will add to the disadvantages which, 

“according to present appearances, the Re- 
publican party is likely to encounter in the 
next Presidential campaign.

THE TOBACCO TAX. 
to to abolish 


Congress is strongly 
the taxon tobacco as a fto the suffering 


people who smoke, chew, and snuff. On be- 
half of the manutacturers it is urged that the 
tax falls heavily upon them, and they seek 


to be relieved from it. Weare asked from 


various sources if there is a rebate or draw- 
back on tobacco exported. The trade in to- 
bacgo is very large. The report of the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue for 1881 states 
that the leaf tobacce consumed in the United 
States—that is, manufactured—amounted to 
200,330,222 pounds; that in the fiscal year 1881 
the exports of leaf tobacco were 227,026,605 
pounds. In the year ended June 90, 1882, 
the leaf tobaceo exported was 223,665,890 
pounds, having a value of $19,067,721, besides 
other tobacco worth $2,500,000, weight not 
stated. 

It wilt be seen, therefore, that more een 
one-half of the tobacvo produced in the 
United States is exported to foreign coun- 
tries, and pays no tax of any kind. That itis 
exempt from ali taxes can be seen by refer- 
enee to Secs. 3,385 and 3,386 of the revised 
code, which provide as follows: 


Manufactured tobacco, snuff, and cigats in- 
tended for immediate exportation may, after 
being i marked, and brand be re- 
moved trom the manufacturers in bond without 

icating the 


same are exported, etc. 

It will be seen, 3 that the tobacco 
producers sell more than one-half their en- 
tire product every year without paying any 
tax of any kind, The tax on the other half 
(or less) of the crop is on that part whereon 
they collect the tax, with 50 to 100 per cent 
added, from the cousumers. They are not 
therefore in a condition to protest against 
any tax falling on them. 

Congress is now urged to repeal the tax on 
the consumption of cigars, chewing tobacco, 
and cigarets. Congress is asked to encourage 
the use of tobacce for smeking, chewing, and 
snuffing; and the use of tobaceo in either 
form is almost as great an abuse as is that of 
liquor. 

There is no civilized nation on earth which 
does not make tobacco and spirits a main ob- 
ject of revenue. It is conceded in all lands 
by all people and by all Governments that 
tobacco is a legitimate subject of taxation. 
Nowhere outside of the United States is 
there a protest against the taxation of spirits 
and tobacco, and here it is proposed to repeal 
the tax on these articles as an apology for 
taxing the cotton and woolen clothing, in- 
cluding the hosiery of women and children. 
The common necessaries of life which go to 
swell the cost of living are taxed from 60 to 
80 per cent, and these taxes it is proposed to 


continue to the end; and Congressmen, in 


order to continue that tax on those articles 
of prime necessity, are pretending that they 
must first have free whisky and free tobacco. 
The crime of repealing the tax on tobacco 
and spirits as an exeuse for continuing the 


tax on clothing will not be pardoned by the | 


people of the land. Individuals may expect 
to de punished for such a crime by the peo- 
ple, and the political party that commits it 
must do so certain of its repudiation by the 
whole country.

Controiler Gurney submitted a report of the

cianon. It showed that it started in 1873 with a 
guarantee fund of $16),000,which was subscribed 
by business-men, and that it was subsequenily 
determined to make the institution permanent, 
and the capital stock was increased to 6230. 
and contracts were let for bulidings to cos 
$202,000, Of the stock $170,525 was paid in 1873, 
$1,900 n 1874, and $500 in 1875. hirty-four 
shares of the stock were subsequently declared 
forfeited and distributed. The report then. 
takes up the receipts and expenditures of the 
association by years, showing that in 1873 the 
receipts were $345,907. of which $170,525 was 
from the sale of stock and $128.877 from the 
the tickets, while the

surance and e and $20,735 for labor, 
— > total of $96,425 in excess of the re- 
ceipts. 

For 1874 the receipts were shown to have been

eral purchases by curers. There seemed to be 
little outside demand for futures in pork and 
lard, and not many outside orders to sell. In 
the afternoon pork was easier and lard firm.

MINISTERIAL MEETINGS, 


The Sunday Question. 

The meeting of the different clergymen last 
Friday to take steps towards the enforcement 
of the obsolete Sunday laws was generally dis- 
cussed among the @gretiiren at their rerular ses- 
sion yesterday. In response to questions the 
Rev. PF. S. Henson, pastor of the First tsaptist 
Chureh, said: 

“ About a dozen ministers were present at the 
meeting of last Friday. The meeting was pri- 
vate, because we desired to conduct a little self- 
cxamination without interruption. We were 
ubanimously of the opinion that some work on 
Sunday was necessary, and that it was hard to 
draw the line between what was necessary and 
what was unnecessary. We were not at all rad- 
ical. There was no opposition to Sunday milk 
or Sunday horse-cars. We were all opposed to 
Sunday pavers and Sunday theatres, but we 
knew that we could do nothing about it, except 
try to generate a better public sentiment on the 
subject. A8 to the closing of the saloons on 
Sunday and the suppression of all labor 
which annoyed other people, such as the 
playing of brass we were 
agreed that the laws ought to de 
enforced. We have no desire to enforce a re- 
ligious observance of the day. We would con- 
pel no one to pray, or read bis Bible, or attend 
chureh that day. But we believe that the day 
has become a great more and sanitary institu- 

tion, and that its observance, so tar as abstain- 

ian tres unnecessary and noisy labor is con- 
cerned, is an inestimable biessi to all classes 
of men, and it is that sort of gbservance only 
that we desire to enforce.

Mrs. Dodge and Her Good Work Amorg 
the Female Prisoners in the Police 
Stations. ~ 
rollowing out the suggestions made by Tax 

Trrepuns, Mrs. Henry J. Dodge bas been ap- 

pointed matron to look after the interests of 

the female prisoners in the different stations, 
with a view to succoring such as are iu need, 
and supplying that aid and sympathy which 
only a woman knows bow to give to a woman. 

Mrs. Dodge has devoted considerable time to 

the work, meeting with gratifying success, and 

has embodied ber observations in the following 
interesting report: 

“ During the month I have visited the Chicago 
Avenue Police Station three times. the Harrison 
Street Police Station six times, the Twenty-sec- 
ond Street Police Station once, the Larrabee 
Street Police Station once, and the Desplaines 
Street Station nearly every day or night. I 
have aleo visited the female prisoners several 
times during the month at the Cook County 
Jail, and bave visited the House of Retuge, the 
Home of the Friendiess, and the House of Uor- 
rection upon matters pertaining to my work 

among female 12 and as a result of such 

visitation I would 3 72 
There are probably from seventy-five to 100 

women arrested on an — 2 Saturday 

night in our city. And probably re are from 

100 to 150 women arrested every week the 

City of Chicago. From Capt. field I learn 

that the number of women arrested con- 

tined in the Despiaines Street Police Station for 

October of this year was I. The whole 

number of arrests in last 

year of femaies. accord report 
of the Chief of Police was 6, against 5.943 for 
the year previous, an increase of 760. The 

Chief of Police reports that, of the 6,708 women 

arrested for the year ending Dec. 31. 

were 1,769 prostitutes, while for the 

Dec. ai, 1880, there were arrested 1,745 prosti- 

tutes—that is, there were more women arrested 

in 1880 charged with prostituton than in 1881.

For are duties to be 
rendered this one that ouly a woman should 
render, while they are sleeping off the effects of 

their drunkenness, confined in the cell of a 

police station.

NON-RESIDENTS. 


Two Thousand “Bad Citizens” Tres- 
passing on the Indian Country. 
Spetal Dispatch to The Chicago Tridure. 

LitTue Rock, Ark., Dec. 11.—In an interview 
with a gentieman who today reached this city 
from the Indian country, Tas TRIBUN®E corre- 
spoudent obtained additional particulars re- 
garding the alleged intruders in the Creek and 
Seminole countries, the main facts of which in- 
trusion were telegraphed Tur TRIBUNE on the 
Ita inst. These non-residents, according to the 
local indian authorities, number more than 2,000 
persons, and are made up of whites, half - breeds, 
negroes, and Indians belonging to other tribes. 
The authorities claim that they are in the full 
sense of the term “ bad citizens,“ being for the 
It is 
from them that the ranks of outlaws and des- 
peradoes are recruited, and nearly every deed 
of bioodshed and violence can be traved directiy 
to them. They set law at defilaace, aud have 
settied in the Creek and Seminole nations sim- 
piy because they may have greater impunity 
in lawiesness, and de to. all 
and purposes 4 law ‘unto  them- 
selves. The authorities have long sought 
to rid the country of them; and in the last few 
years every Creek and Seminoie delegation at 
Washington bas called attention to their pres- 
ence and asked that the Secretary of the Interior 
take steps to have them removed. Secretary 
Kirkweod investigated the matter, and would 
doubtless have ordered their removal, but the 
tragic fate of Garfield prevented definit action 
on his part. Secretary Teller is said to be pa- 


tientiy investigating all the facts, and the Indian 
authorities anticipate relief from him. Indian- 
Agent Tufts has reported to the department 
urging that the non-residents be removed, and 
giving what are claimed to be couvineing reasons 
therefor. The receutiy elected Creek and Sem- 
invie delegates have been instructed to keep 
this question before the de Sagat thie 
winter, and secure, if possib
